2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance. The prior art does 
not disclose the claimed polypeptides. The closest prior art is Lim et al., US 7,338,936, which 
discloses a beta-defensin, type EP2E, SEQ ID NO:46, having 16.7% sequence identity to 
Applicants' SEQ ID NO:14. See enclosed sequence alignment. Although the percent sequence 
identity between these two sequences is low, the claimed polypeptides appear to be beta 
defensins because they have the three pairs of C-C disulfide bonds in the proper spacing that 
characterizes beta defensins. As submitted in Applicants' IDS, McCray et al. (WO 03/024992 
A2) disclose that beta defensins typically have the motif C-X6-C-X4-C-X9-C-X6-C-C (see p. 4), 
where XN is a region of N amino acids between two C's. Forssmann et al. (WO 02/04487 A2), 
also submitted by Applicants, disclose the beta defensin motif C-X8-C-X3-C-X9-C-X5-C-C (see 
Abstract). The motif in the claimed sequences is C-X6-C-X3-C-X9-C-X6-C-C, which consistent 
with the prior art.
